Information Disclosure Statement

Claim Objections 

The claims are objected to as the form of claims 1-8 is improper. Where a claim 
sets forth a plurality of elements or steps, as in the instant claims, each element or step 
should be separated by a line indentation. See MPEP 608.01 (m) and 37 CFR 1.75(i). 
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In claim 6, line 1-2, the language "operable by mechanically or electronically" 
should read "mechanically or electronically operable". 

In claim 7, line 1 , the language "piper" should read "pipe". 

In claim 9, line 10, the language "to filter" should read "to the filter". 

In claim 9, line 14, the language "to a filter" should read "to the filter". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

Here, Applicant claims an elevator for conveying the aggregate material provided 
by a secondary crusher to said screen (claims 1, 9), wherein the elevator is a vertical 
conveyor associated with a filter system (claims 3, 9) and the secondary crusher is 
covered by a paddle box (claims 4, 9). Applicant, however, fails to properly enable 
these features as the structure and placement of the elevator and secondary crusher is 
unclear. That is, Applicant describes the aggregate as first being crushed and then 
transported to the screen via a vertical elevator (See e.g., Spec, p. 16, In. 33 et seq.), 
but Applicant does not illustrate these features in the specification. Moreover, the 
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specification describes the crusher as covered by the paddle box, but also fails to 
describe the structure or function of the paddle box. That is, it is unclear how the 
crusher can be both covered by the paddle box, which is directly above the screen and 
part of the mechanism body, and can also be separated from the mechanism body by a 
vertical elevator, or how the paddle box is constructed. 
Examiner requests clarification. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claims 1-9, for the reasons described directly above, the features of 
the secondary crusher, paddle box and vertical elevator are indefinite. That is, the 
structure and relationship of these features is unclear, even in light of the specification 
(See e.g., Spec, p. 16, In. 33 et seq.). 

In claim 2, the language "the elevator is in closed form as the aggregate storing 
and classifying mechanism" is nonsensical and thus indefinite. 

Claim 9 recites the limitations "the crusher" (In. 2), "the paddle box" (In, 3), "the 
secondary crusher" (In. 7-8), "the closed vertical elevator" (In. 9), and "the mechanism" 
(In. 16). There is insufficient antecedent basis for these limitations in the claim. 
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Further, regarding claim 9, the use of parenthetical comments (see e.g., "either 
increasing or decreasing", In. 22 or "mule system", In. 27-28) renders the claim scope 
indefinite as it is unclear if the parenthetical references are part of the claimed invention. 

Further, regarding claim 9, the language "... along with the same axis for enabling 
feeding of two separate asphalt plants situated at two different directions" (last 3 lines) 
is nonsensical and thus indefinite. 

Examiner requests clarification.
